July 30.—At Joh n 
H ay s H am m on d’s h ome in th is city 
th ere was a con feren ce h avin g for its 
purposes th e revolution izin g of th e 
cotton in dustry in th e U n ited States, 
in wh ich Mr. Hammon d, Dan iel J. Scul­ 
ly , th e New York cotton operator, an d 
S cott D algleish of Cairo, Egy pt, th e 
rep resen tative of th e H irsch sy n dicate 
of Lon don , figured. 
Mr. Hamm on d is 
presiden t of th e G en eral Cotton Secu­ 
rities, of wh ich con cern Sully is gen ­ 
eral m an ager. 
Th e -plan is on e to establish w are­ 
h ouses in all parts of th e cotton pro­ 
ducin g districts of th e coun try as well 
as in th e m an ufacturin g cen ters for 
th e storin g of th e cotton orop, so th at 
in stead of sellin g it from h an d to 
m outh , as h as been th e practice h ere­ 
tofore, it will be m arketed th rough th e 
en tire y ear wh en desirable. 
It 
is 
th ough t th a t econ omy will h e effected 
in th e m arketin g of cotton wh ich will 
result in a savin g of n ot less th an 
$50,000,000 a y ear. 
It is proposed to establish w are­ 
h ouses un der bon ded keepers, an d a 
fun d of $2,500,000 will h e placed in th e 
h an ds of trustees to guaran tee th e pro­ 
duction of each in dividual bale of cot­ 
ton placed in th e w areh ouses as well 
as its staple an d grade.

Under the Pu re Food Law of the 
State of Indiana it is strictly illegal 
to sell, or to offer to sell any rotten 
or decay ed eggs, the penalty b eing a 
fine of fifty dollars. 
The prov ision of this law apply to 
the hou sewife, who sells 
her 
hen 
fru it to the hu ckster, as well as io 
the storekeeper. 
The dealer lias to lose all these 
rotten eggs, which at this time of the 
y ear, amou nts to ab ou t three eggs 
to the dozen, and as the dealers know 
ab ou t the proposition that they mu st 
lost, they pay 
a price 
su fficiently 
lower to cov er the loss. 
Dirty and watery eggs are ev en 
more a sou rce of loss than rotten 
stock. 
When dirty , or watery , they 
are classed as “seconds” 
and 
sell 
mu ch lower in the wholesale market. 
There is no ex cu se for selling, or hav ­ 
ing dirty eggs, -only carelessness, or 
laziness. 
More than half the su m ­ 
mer eggs sold grade as “seconds.” 
Giv e the hens plenty of clean nests, 
and the eggs will b e clean,while the 
dirty ones can 
only 
b e 
washed. 
W atery eggs are cau sed b y careless­ 
ness gathering. 
If the eggs are left 
ou t in the weather when it is hot, or 
if a hen is alway s allowed to s» r on 
them ov er night, they are not first- 
class, the tester tells the story w ith­ 
ou t any mistake, and down goes the 
price. If all the eggs offered for sale 
were first-class, the pu rehass price 
wou ld b e higher. Honesty wou ld say 
not to pu t in the spoiled eggs from 
the setting, and common cleanliness 
shou ld make any woman ashamed of 
her dirty eggs when it is only her own 
fau lt that they are not u p to the 
standard.

Western b eef is coming into its 
own. Not only a decade ago eastern 
b u y ers pu rchased range-b red steers 
only when they were u nab le to fill 
their feed pens from other sou rces, 
and u su ally offered a 
mu ch 
lower 
price for this class of stock than they 
were willing to pay for that ob tained 
from other places. 
Ex perience has 
tau ght these b u y ers howev er, that 
western range-b red steers are u su ally 
in the v ery b est of health. 
They 
hav e a splendid frame u pon which to 
b u ild, are well mu scled and b oned, 
and b eing accu stomed to the rigors 
of the western climate, continu e to 
pu t on flesh in the eastern feed pens 
when cattle from -other sections, b e- 
b eing fed u nder identical conditions, 
are losing flesh on accou nt of the in­ 
clement 
weather 
conditions. 
The 
western steer only demands that b e 
b e giv en plenty of good fresh water 
and su fficient feed so that he may 
nev er b e hu ngry , and he will alway s 
giv e a g*cod accou nt of himself and 
retu rn many dollars in profits to the 
feeder when lie is sold for the b lock 
in the spring. 
These steers shed early u nder fa ­ 
v orab le conditions, and

This makes 
the western steers ready sellers on 
the market, and after they hav e b een 
b u tchered the

The settlement of the west is rap­ 
idly redu cing the amou nt of av ail­ 
ab le range and is forcing the cattle 
to go higher and higher into the hills 
in search of forage. 
This is greatly 
increasing the importance of freely 
u tilizing the ranges within the N at­ 
ional Forests, and ev ery endeav or is 
b eing made b y the forest Serv ice to 
open hitherto inaccessib le ranges b y 
the constru ction of trails and b ridges 
and u nu sed arid ranges b v the dev el­ 


opment of water. 
In 
these higher 
elev ations the grass is u su ally mu ch 
finer in qu ality and more nu tritions, 
while the climate is mu ch more rig­ 
orou s; b oth of which conditions re­ 
su lt in the animals b eing in b etter 
health and hav ing more solid flesh 
when placed on the feeder m arkets 
in the fall. 
This fall has seen large 
nu mb ers of the range-b red steers, 
most of which come 
from 
ranges 
within National Forests, topping the 
feeder m arkets at all points where 
feeders steers are sold. 
So great has b ecome the demand 
for cattle of the qu ality mentioned 
that hu ndreds of stockmen throu gh­ 
ou t the west are selling their b u nches 
of stock cattle and are b eginning to 
handle steers ex clu siv ely . On the old 
ranges where a few y ears ago one 
was acu stomed to see large herds 
of cows and calv es, y ou will find to­ 
day equ ally large b u nches made u p 
entirely of steers, some of which may 
perhaps hav e come from Old Mex ico, 
some from Tex as, while Arizona and 
New Mex ico 
u su ally 
fu rnish their 
qu ota. 
These steers are b rou ght in­ 
to these 
western 
ranges at from 
eighteen months to two 
y ears old. 
They b ecome 
acclimated the first 
y ear, while in the second and third 
y ears they b ecome su fficiently m a­ 
tu red so that they may b e 
taken to 
market. 
The demand for cattle of this kind 
is geater than the su pply , and as in 
all other cases where the demand is 
greater than the su pply , the price re­ 
ceiv ed on sale mu st constantly in­ 
crease. That this is tru e of the steer 
b u siness, one can easily 
ascertain 
throu gh conv ersation with any one 
of the western stockmen who make 
this a b u siness. 
They will tell y ou 
that they hav e made more money in

The U. S. D epartm ent of A gricul­ 
ture is using this year on the N ation­ 
al Forests over ten tons of tree seed. 
Most of this seed has already been 
planted or sown. 
The rest will be 
utilized later in the season, as f a ­ 
vorable 
conditions 
are 
presented, 
says a W ashington dispatch. 


It takes a great many seeds to 
make ten tons. Jack pine, the most 
important tree for planting in the 
N ebraska sand hills by the 
Forest 
Service, will average something like 
125,000 to the pound. 
Of Western 
yellow pine, the tree most ex tensively 
planted throughout the National F or­ 
ests as a 
whole, 10,000 
seed 
will 
make a pound. 
Altogether the ten 
tons of seed to be used this year 
represent perhaps 300 million single 
seeds. 


If every seed could be depended on 
to produce a young tree suitable for 
planting, the result would be a supply 
of nursery stock sufficient to plant 
three 
hundred 
thousand 
acres 
of 
land, but 
no 
such 
result 
can 
be 
looked for because m any seeds do 
not germinate. 
Most of the seed will 
be sown, either broadcast or in seed 
-pots, or planted with a com -panter, 
diree.lv in the place where the tree 
are to stand. 


Even when nursery stock is raised 
a liberal allowance must be made for 
loss. 
In the first place, a consider­ 
able percentage of the seeds will he 
infertile. 
Of those which gem inate, 
many will die before they leave the 
nursery beds, and many more will be 
lost in transplanting.

To broadcast an acre of 
land with yellow pine seed about 8 
pounds of seed is used. 
One of the 
most formidable drawbacks to this 
method is the ex tent to which the 
seed m ay be consumed by birds and 
rodents. 
If the season happens to 
be one in which food for these ani­ 
mals is scarce, the loss is very heavy. 
The problem of control 
of 
animal 
posts, such as 
field 
mice, 
ground 
squirrels, and gophers, which eat thè 
tree seeds, and also the further prob­ 
lem of preventing the depredations 
of rabbits, which are altogether too 
fond of the little trees themselves, 
whether nursery transplants or field 
grown seedlings, is receiving the a t ­ 
tention of the Biological Survey ex ­ 
perts of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
In some localities the Department 
has had to purchase seed, but most 
of that used is gathered by Forest 
Service men themselves. The cost of 
gathering has varied for the differ­ 
ent regions from thirty-five cents to 
one dollar a pound. 
As a rule the 
seed is collected in the fall months, 
when most conifers ripen their seed. 
Parties of three or four men ordinar­ 
ily work together. 
Where lumbering 
is in progress the collectors follow 
the sawyers and, take the cones di­ 
rectly from the felled trees. In stand­ 
ing timber, the task is much more 
arduous. 
The men must often climb 
tall pines and pull the cones from 
the branches as beri they cun. Where 
those are on the ex tremities and be­ 
yond the reach of the hand, pruning 
shears are used. 
The 
cones 
are 
dropped to the 
ground 
and 
then 
gathered into buckets and 
tra ns­ 
ferred to sacks, in which they are 
carried to a central point for further 
treatment. 
The ex traction of

seeds 
is 
tedious rather than difficult. In some 
cases the cones are spread out upon 
sheets in the sun, when, after a tini-. 
they open and the seed drop out; in 
other cases it is necessary to resort 
to artificial heat. 
This is applied by 
placing the cones upon trays 
with 
screen bottoms and raising the tem­ 
perature of the room to the proper 
degree. 
The cones open, the winged 
seeds fall out, and the seed is sepa­ 
rated finally from the winged 
and 
dirt by a fan nig mill. 
A good many 
seeds have been removed from the 
cone by lmnd, but this is a sore trial 
to the fingers of the pickers and an 
ex ceedingly slow process.

Montreal, July 30.—According to ad­ 
v ices receiv ed by the Canadian Pacific 
Steamsnip company the Montrose, on 
which Dr. Crippen and his woman com­ 
panion are supposed to be, is not ex ­ 
pected to be reported again till late 
this afternoon from Fame Point, and 
she is not ex pected to reach Father 
Point until some time on Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
Although messages hav e been pub­ 
lished as hav ing been sent by wireless 
by Captain Kendall stating that he be­ 
liev ed the suspects are the people 
wanted, no messages hav e been re­ 
ceiv ed from the captain at the steam­ 
ship offices here.

H ow Captain Kendall Cam e to Spot 


Crippen and Companion. 
Montreal, July 30.—Captain Kendall 
of the steamship Montrose sent a mes­ 
sage v ia Glace Bay wireless station 
identify ing Dr. Crippen and his con­ 
sort as the pair wanted by Scotland 
Yard for the murder of Belle Elmore, 
the doctor’s actress wife. The details 
seem to absolutely clinch the fact that 
t!he suspected pair are Crippen and 
Miss Lenev e. 
He discov ered the pair 
two hours after leav ing Antwerp, but 
did not wire his owners for the simple 
reason that he had not sufficient ev i­ 
dence. 
He conv ersed with both and 
found his suspicions v erified. 
They took passage at Brussels as 
Rev. John Robinson and Master Rob­ 
inson. and came aboard at Antwerp 
with only a small bag as luggage. On 
deck the girl squeezed Crippen’s hand. 
It was the captain’s first clue. 
The captain ex amined their hats 
when at lunch and found Crippen’s 
to be stamped Jackson on the band. 
The woman’s hat had no name, hut 
was packed around the brim. Her suit 
fits badly and is tucked up behind with 
a large safety pin. 
Captain Kendall 
say s he did not arrest the pair because 
he was absolutely certain that they 
did not suspect that he was at all sus­ 
picious of their identity . 
He knew 
that they would remain quietly aboard 
if 
merely watched closely and un­ 
molested. 
He therefore, instead of 
making any aggressiv e move, con­ 
v ersed with them freely and did all in 
his power to draw them out. 
In fact, 
at the present moment the Crippens, 
or Robinsons, consider the captain one 
of their best friends and are willing to 
accept his adv ice on almost any sub­ 
ject. 
The passengers hav e no idea 
who their trav eling companions are. 
The captain and his chief officers and 
the wiieless operator are the only ones 
aboard who know the true state of af­ 
fairs.

Indiana Bankers Now Doing Time. 


Indianapolis, July 30.—As the result 
of the parole law passed at the la t 
session of congress, 
three 
Indiana 
bankers who are now in the Fort Leav ­ 
enworth federal prison are eligible ro 
parole. 
Whether they will be parol d 
remains to be seen. The parole board 
prov ided for by the law will hold its 
first meeting in August. United States 
District Attorney Charles W. Miller 
said he did not know of any mov ement 
on foot at the present time to hav e 
these men paroled. 
The three men who are eligible and 
\vho were sentenced for v iolation of 
the national banking laws are Justus 
L. Brodrick, former president of the 
Indiana National bank of Elkhart, who 
was sentenced April 21, 1904, to serv e 
ten y ears; Gustav A. Conzman. former 
cashier of the Vigo County National 
bank of Terre Haute, who was sen­ 
tenced Jan. 29, 1906. to serv e eight 
y ears, and Fred Lubbe, former cashier 
of the First National bank of Dillshoro, 
who was sentenced June 12, 1908 , to 
serv e five y ears. 
Mr. Miller points out that the new 
parole act prov ides that ev ery prisoner 
conv icted of an offense against the 
United States and sentenced for a defi­ 
nite term, whose record of conduct 
shows he had observ ed the rules of 
such institution and who has serv ed 
one-third of the total of the term, may 
he released on parole under certain 
conditions. 
In addition to the 
three Indiana 
bankers who are now eligible to pa­ 
role, there are a number of men from 
this state who are in the federal pris­ 
on as the result of v iolations of the 
federal hanking laws who hav e not 
y et serv ed sufficient time to render 
them eligible. 
These are as follows: 
Oscar Cochrane, sentenced Dec. 1, 
1909 , to five y ears; Max P. Emmerich, 
F. H. Nisolai, Edward M. Detzer, Jas. i 
H. Phillips and Harry C. Prinzler, sen­ 
tenced Nov . 30, 19 09 , to five y ears; W. 
H. Marker, sentenced March 29, 1910, 
to ten y ears, and Noah Marker, sen­ 
tenced March 29, 1910, to sev en y ears.
